Call-up  of  Drug  Women. — In  the  matter 
concerning  the  call-up  of  women  in  phar- 
macy referred  to  in  the  C.  &>  D.,  June  13, 
p.  655,  the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  announces  that  he  has  been  notified 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the  former 
agreement  between  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  the  Society  relating  to  unqualified 
women  regularly  handling  drugs  is  to 
remain  in  force. 

Blackcurrant  Syrup  and  Puree. — Under 
the  Ministry  of  Eood's  vitamin  scheme, 
which  was  begun  last  year,  fruit  juices  and 
cod  liver  oil  have  been  distributed  to  young 
children.  For  the  future  it  has  been  decided 
that  the  fruit  juice  distribution  will  be 
maintained  by  orange  alone.  The  Ministry 
has  decided  that  the  same  quantity  of 
blackcurrants,  2,000  tons,  as  was  set  aside 
for  the  vitamin  sctieme  last  year,  will  this 
year  be  made  into  puree  and  syrnp  for 
distribution  at  controlled  prices  through 
chemists.

gether with  strychnine,  were  dissolved

date)  with  the  aid  of  diluted  phosphoric 
acid  and  sweetened  with  sugar.  Slight 
modifications  in  proportions  of  -ingredients 
were  made,  but  without  any  important 
change,  till  in  1876  Mr.  W.  I:,.  Howie 
suggested  the  preparation  of  ferrous  phos- 
phate from  iron  wire  and  phosphoric  acid 
— a  method  followed  when  the  synup  became 
official  in  1898.  Reference  to  the  Index  of 
the  "Year-Book  of  Pharmacy"  shows  how 
much  time  and  thought  have  been  expended 
on  improvements  in  the  formula. 

District  Meetings 

District  meetings  of  branch  representa- 
tives of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
place  of  a  central  meeting  (p.  654)  will,  if 
held  this  year,  form  an  interesting  experi- 
ment. They  will  enable  the  orators  among 
us  to  display  their  elocutionary  powers, 
and  may  throw  some  light  on  the  recurrent 
question  of  territorial  representation.  The 
difficulties  of  travelling  to  a  selected  city 
or  town  in  present  conditions  may  be 
annoying,  but  should  not  be  as  great  as 
they  would  have  been  in  1842.  It  appears 
that  the  date  of  your  last  week's  issue  was 
the  hundredth  anniversary  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria's first  journey  by  train,  on  which 
occasion  she  reached  London  from  Slough 
with  no  worse  mishap  than  damage  to  the 
livery  of  a  coachman  who  had  ridden  on 
the  footplate  of  the  engine.  A  copy  of 
"Bradshaw,"  nearly  100  years  old,  in  my 
possession  shows  that  the  larger  centres  of 
population  were  then  becoming  connected 
by  railways,  but  that  journeys  of  any 
considerable  length  were  slow  and  were 
likely  to  be  made  by  what  our  branch 
representatives  would  regard  as  roundabout 
routes.  The  way  from  London  to  Man- 
chester or  Liverpool  was  through  Birming- 
ham. The  Great  Western  main  line  ended 
at  Exeter.

From  York 
one  could  travel  north  as  far  as  Newcastle 
(with  a  connexion  to  Carlisle),  but  older 
methods  had  to  suffice  for  getting  into 
Scotland.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Phosquin  Tonic. — A  line  of  £ioo  was 
imposed  at  North  London  Police  Court,  on 
June  9,  on  Frederick  Robert  Page,  trading 
as  the  Tonic  Wine  Co.,  Wendell  Road, 
London,  W.I 2,  for  giving  with  a  drug  called 
Phosquin  Tonic  sold  by  him  at  30  Cross 
Street,  Islington,  a  label  which  was  calcu- 
lated to  mislead  as  to  its  nature,  substance 
and  quality.  A  sample  submitted  to  the 
public  analyst  was  stated  to  be  composed  of 
97-2  per  cent,  water,  0-05  per  cent,  quinine, 
2-67  per  cent,  sugar,  0-034  P^r  cent,  phos- 
phoric acid  and  0-046  per  cent,  colouring. 

Magistrates'  Order  Quashed. — A  King's 
Bench  Divisional  Court,  on  June  11, 
granted  an  application  by  Mr.  William 
Henry  Johnstone,  formerly  a  director  of 
Woodlands  Chemists,  Ltd.,  that  an  order 
of  Woking  Magistrates  should  be  quashed. 
It  was  stated  that  in  December  1941 
Mr.  Johnstone  was  ordered  by  Woking 
magistrates  to  pay  ;^i5o  penalties  on  each  of 
ten  summonses  alleging  quota  offences.  He 
was  given  twenty-eight  days  in  which 
to  pay  but  no  order  as  to  an  alternative  of 
imprisonment  in  default  was  made.  In 
January  last  £750  was  paid  but  eventually 
because  of  another  matter  Mr.  Johnstone 
went  bankrupt.  Then  he  had  to  appear 
before  Woking  magistrates  for  an  inquiry 
as  to  his  inability  to  pay  the  rest  of  the 
penalties  inflicted  by  that  Bench  and  he 
pointed  out  why  he  could  not  pay.  He  had 
no  means.  However,  the  magistrates  ordered 
that  the  ;^75o  should  be  paid  within 
twenty-eight  days  or  he  would  have  to  go 
to  prison  for  three  months.  That  order, 
it  was  argued,  was  bad  in  law,  because, 
having  given  a  decision  on  the  original 
summonses  M^hich  contained  no  alternative 
penalty  of  imprisonment  in  default  of 
payment,  the  magistrates  could  not,  at  a 
later  date,  when  inquiring  as  to  means, 
hark  back  to  an  original  decision  and  add 
an  alternative  penalty  to  it.  The  Court 
made  an  order  quashing  the  decision  of  the 
magistrates  with  regard  to  the  alternative 
penalty  of  imprisonment  in  default,  the 
Lord  Chief  Justice  stating  that  they  would 
find  nothing  in  the  legislation  to  endow  a 
tribunal  inquiring  as  to  means  with  power 
to  pass  a  further  sentence  in  respect  of  an 
6ffence  of  which  the  person  in  question 
had  been  convicted  by  another  bench  on  an 
earlier  occasion.  Indeed,  the  effect  of  the 
legislature  seemed  to  be  that  Avhen  persons 
had  been  proved  to  have  no  means  they 
should  not  be  penalised  by  imprisonment.

Country  Councillors'  Difficulties 

On  the  question  of  the  attendance  of 
country  members  of  the  Council  owing  to 


transport  difficulties  during  the  present 
emergency.  The  Registrar  said  that  he 
had  a  suggestion  to  put  forward  that 
quarterly  meetings  should  be  held  in 
January,  April,  July  and  October  specially 
for  the  benefit  of  country  members  who  had 
to  travel  long  distances.  He  had  mentioned 
the  matter  to  the  president  and  the  treasurer, 
While  there  might  be  difficulty  about  having 
a  regulation  on  the  matter,  an  understand- 
ing might  perhaps  be  reached  by  which  a 
country  member  could  raise  any  questions 
discussed  at  previous  meetings  at  these 
suggested  quarterly  meetings.  At  present, 
owing  to  travelling  difficulties,  it  was  not 
easy  for  Council  members  living  a  long 
distance  away  to  journey  to  Dublin.  If  the 
Council  decided  to  facilitate  country 
members  in  this  way  there  would  be  no 
necessity  for  a  formal  resolution.  The 
arrangement  could  be  communicated  to 
these  members. 

The  President  observed  that  this  diffi- 
culty of  getting  country  members  up  to 
meetings  was  a  serious  matter  for  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Cremen:  I  think  the  quarterly 
meeting  idea  suggested  is  a  very  good  one. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  :  What  do  the  regulations 
provide  for  ? 

The  Registrar:  Monthly  meetings. 
Mr.  Fielding,  Cork,  had  suggested  that 
country  members  should  resign. 

The  President  :  That  would  be  disas- 
trous. It  is  very  unfortunate  that  this 
emergency  difficulty  over  transport  should 
deprive  us  of  the  attendances  of  our  country 
members.  If  it  is  made  known  to  those 
members  that  they  are  expected  to  come 
up  quarterly,  and  that  there  is  an  under- 
standing that  any  controversial  matters, 
such  as  changes  in  the  regulations,  will  be 
adjourned  to  those  quarterly  meetings  and 
final  decisions  taken  only  then,  it  may  help 
matters.  At  the  same  time  we  would  not 
like  it  to  go  out  to  country  members  that 
they  are  only  expected  to  come  up  every 
three  months.  If  they  can  come  up  to 
meetings  outside  these  quarterly  meetings 
they  will  be  very  welcome. 

The  registrar  was  directed  to  communi- 
cate with  country  members  on  the  lines 
suggested  by  the  president.

GLASGOW  BRANCH  SURVEYS 
PHARMACY

The  war  committees, 
5  said,  had  done  great  work,  and  pharmacy 
id  made  a  considerable  contribution  to 
e  Services.  There  were  grievances,  which 
as  to  be  expected.  The  committees  had 
salt  .with  the  position  of  pharmacists  in 
.e  hospitals  and  the  wholesale  trade,  and 
are  now  busy  with  chemists  in  retail  trade, 
ley  were  also  concerned  with  post-war 
anning  to  ensure,  as  medical  men  were 
)ing,  that  they  would  take  their  rightful 
ace  in  the  new  scheme  of  national  life  that 
ould  emerge  after  the  war. 
Dr.  J.  Tatt  (resident  secretary  in  Scot- 
nd),  complimented  the  Glasgow  War 
jmmittee  and  its  secretary  (Mr.  McAdam) 
1  its  work  and  indicated  that  much  help 
id  been  given  them  by  the  Department 
■  Health  and  the  higher  officials  in  the 
inistry  of  Labour.    The  British  Medical 

■  :ssociation  had  appointed  small  groups  in 
arious  areas  to  consider  post-war  condi- 
ons,  especially  concerning  hospitals. 

I  Mr.  Wilson  urged  that  Scotland  should 
ave  more  representation  on  the  Council, 
tid  Mr.  Deacon  said  he  was  not  satisfied 
lat  territorial  representation  would  do 
istice  to  hospital  and  wholesale  people. 
,   Dr.  Tait  suggested  that  two  Scottish 

;    jpresentatives  would  meet  the  case. 

I  Mr.  Clark  thought  all  pharmacists, 
hether  wholesale,  retail  or  hospital,  should 
e  regarded  alike  when  man-power  was 
eing  considered.  He  pleaded  for  a  greater 
tudy  of  eugenics. 

Mr.  Deacon  suggested  that  the  way  to 
chieve  this  was  for  pharmacists  to  take  a 
igger  share  in  public  life, 
i      Sergeant  Hutchings  said  pharmacy  got 
!     raw  deal  in  the  Army.    In  a  year's  service 


he  had  not  handled  a  graduated  measure. 
Too  many  pharmacists  had  been  called  up, 
and  he  felt  he  was  doing  nothing  to  win  the 
war. 

Mr.  Deacon  said  the  Government  wanted 
men,  but  not  as  pharmacists.  They  called 
up  accountants  and  solicitors  but  were 
unable  to  use  them  all  in  their  professions, 
so  many  of  them  were  fighting  soldiers. 

Mr.  Heading  asked  if  it  was  not  possible 
for  the  Society  to  endorse  every  preparation 
and  check  its  value  and  price  before  it 
went  on  the  market.  Dr.  Tait  replied 
that  this  would  be  an  expensive  matter. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Todd  suggested  that  the 
present  herb-collecting  scheme  was  in  the 
hands  of  people  who  did  not  know  what 
drugs  were  required  or  how  to  dry  them, 
and  that  the  herbalists  stood  to  benefit 
most.  In  the  future  pharmacy,  he  thought, 
should  split.  There  would  be  the  retail 
chemist,  with  plenty  to  do,  and  the  hospital 
pharmacist,  equal  in  status  to  the  doctor. 
E.M.S.  hospitals  would  prove  the  nucleus 
of  a  State  scheme. 

Mr.  Colin  Campbell  asked  v/hat  action 
should  be  taken  by  an  employer  who,  in 
the  face  of  the  local  Committee's  decision, 
still  thought  a  female  assistant  essential. 
Dr.  Tait,  replying,  said  he  could  appeal  to 
the  Hardship  Committee. 

Mr.  Gardner  asked  why  pharmacists 
were  being  taken  and  doctors  left.  Mr. 
Deacon  answered  that  the  Government 
did  not  regard  doctors  and  chemists  as 
equally  important. — Mr.  Armit  urged  that 
everything  should  be  done  by  the  Society 
to  remove  the  deplorable  anomalies  in  the 
Army  where  pharmacists,  unlike  dentists 
and  doctors,  were  not  being  used  in  the 
medical  service. — Mr.  Heughan  said  that 
when  field  hospitals  were  set  up  there 
would  be  ample  work  for  all  pharmacists  in 
the  Army. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Deacon  and  Dr. 
Tait  was  proposed  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Ramsay 
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The  following  has  been  issued  by  the 
Central  War  Pharmaceutical  Committee: — 

(1)  It  has  been  decided  that  women  dis- 
pensers, qualified  pliarmacists  and  phar- 
macy students  should  not  be  asked  to 
transfer  to  other  work  under  the  Registra- 
tion for  Employment  Order. 

(2)  This  applies  to  dispensers,  qualified 
pharmacists  and  pharmacy  students,  whether 
employed  by  wholesale  drug  firms,  retailers, 
hospitals,  pharmaceutical  laboratories  or 
doctors. 

(3)  If  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  whether 
a  woman  is  a  dispenser  or  qualified  phar- 
macist or  bona-fide  pharmacy  student,  the 
local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  will 
refer  the  case  to  the  District  Man  Power 
Office,  who  should  seek  the  opinion  of  the 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee. 

(4)  It  has  also  been  agreed  that  "drug 
girls,"  i.e.  women  employed  regularly  but 
not  necessarily  exclusively  on  the  handling 
of  drugs  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances 
in  chemists'  shops,  shall  not  be  withdrawn 
except  after  consultation  with  the  appro- 
priate district  committee. 

(5)  The  procedure  to  be  adopted  will  be 
as  follows :  (a)  If  an  employer  wishes  to 
make  representations  for  the  retention  of  a 
woman  on  the  grounds  that  she  is  employed 
regularly  on  the  handling  of  drugs  (and 
medical  and  surgical  appliances)  he  will 
(i)  send  Forms  E.D.  378W  and  E.D.  377  to 
the  District  Pharmaceutical  War  Com- 
mittee with  a  statement  of  his  case  for 
retention,  and  (2)  notify  the  local  office 
that  this  has  been  done,  {b)  Women  in 
respect  of  whom  a  notification  as  in  para- 
graph 5  (a)  (2)  is  received  should  not  be 
called  for  interview  until  the  district 
committee  have  considered  the  case,  (c)  The 
district  committee  will  return  the  papers 
to  the  employer  with  observations  showing 
whether  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee 
(i)  the 'woman  concerned  is  regularly  but 
not  necessarily  exclusively  employed  on 
drug  work;  (2)  the  woman  concerned  is 
essential  to  the  employer's  drug  business, 
and  (3)  the  employer's  drug  business  is 
essential  to  the  area,  {d)  The  employer 
will  return  Form  E.D.  377  to  the  local 
office  with  any  statement  of  his  case  for 
retention,  (e)  The  local  office  will  then 
consider  the  representations  made  by  the 
employer  and  the  observations  of  the 
committee  and  will  then  take  action  as 
follows:  (i)  Where  the  local  office  is  satis- 
fied that  the  committee's  observations  in 


favour  of  retention  may  be  accepted,  the 
woman  will  not  be  called  for  interview 
(2)  where  the  local  office  is  not  wholly 
satisfied  with  the  representations  received 
the  woman  concerned  will  be  summoned 
for  interview.  (/)  Where  after  interview 
the  local  office  is  satisfied  that  the  observa- 
tions jnade  by  the  committee  in  favour  of 
the  retention  of  the  woman  may  be  accepted 
no  further  action  will  be  taken  to  transfer 
the  woman,  (g')  Where,  after  interview,  the 
local  office  is  satisfied  that  the  woman  is 
suitable  and  available  for  transfer  to  other 
work,  but  is  not  satisfied  that  the  case  for 
her  retention  by  the  employer  has  been 
established,  the  relevant  documents  will  be 
referred  to  the  District  Man  Power  Office 
for  decision,  (h)  In  cases  referred  to  as  in 
paragraph  5  (g)  the  District  Man  Power 
Office  will  consult  the  Central  Pharma- 
ceutical War  Committee  before  reaching  a 
decision  that  a  woman  should  be  transferred 
to  other  work. 

National  Service  Acts 

(6)  Women  liable  to  call  up  under  the 
National  Service  Acts  include  single  women 
born  in  the  years  1918,  1919,  1920  and  1921. 
These  classes  may  be  extended. 

(7)  Before  a  woman  is  called  up  under 
the  National  Service  Acts,  the  local  office 
will  notify  the  employer  on  Form  N.S.  52 W 
that  a  woman  is  due  to  be  called  up.  If  the 
employer  wishes  to  retain  such  a  woman, 
he  must  submit  an  application  for  her 
deferment,  and  should  notify  the  local 
office  of  his  intention  to  do  so.  A  form  of 
application  (Form  N.S.  300  (W)  )  will  then 
be  sent  to  him,  and  when  completed  this 
form  should  be  returned  to  the  local  office 
for  transmission  to  the  District  Man  Power 
Board.  Women  will  not  be  called  for 
medical  examination  or  for  interview  pend- 
ing the  consideration  of  applications  for 
'their  deferment. 

(8)  The  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service  haye  agreed  that,  in  considering 
applications  for  the  deferment  of  women 
dispensers,  qualified  pharmacists,  and  phar- 
macy students,  the  District  Man  Power 
Boards  will  have  strict  regard  to  the 
arrangements  set  out  above  for  dealing 
with  the  withdrawal  of  women  under  the 
Registration  for  Employment  Order;  This 
means  that  deferment  wdll  be  granted  to 
such  women  in  all  cases  where,  if  dealt  with 
under  the  Registration  for  Employment 
Order,  they  would  not  be  withdrawn. 
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(q)  In  considering  applications  for  the 
eferment  of  "drug  girls"  as  defined  above, 
le  District  Man  Power  Boards  will  consult 
tie  District  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee, 
nd  a  decision  will  be  reached  on  the  recom- 
lendation  of  the  committee  that  the  in- 
ividual  woman  is  (i)  Regularly,  but  not 
ecessarily  exclusively,  employed  on  drug 
;  (2)  essential  to  the  employer's  drug 
usiness,  and  that  (3)  the  employer's  drug 
usiness  is  essential  to  the  area. 

(10)  Where  the  District.  Man  Power  Board 
onsider  that  the  committee's  recommenda- 
lon  for  the  retention  of  an  individual 
^oman  can  be  accepted,  a  period  of  defer- 
lent  will  be  allowed  and  the  employer  will 
e  so  informed  on  Form  N.S.  204. 

(11)  Where  the  District  Man  Power  Board 
re  not  wholly  satisfied  with  the  representa- 
ions  made  for  the  deferment  of  a  particular 
roman,  the  case  will  be  referred  to  the 


Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
before  a  final  decision  is  reached. 

(12)  Where  it  is  finally  decided  to  reject 
the  application  for  the  deferment  of  an 
individual  woman,,  the  employer  will  be 
informed  of  this  decision  on  Form  N.S.  207, 
and  the  woman  will  be  called  for  medical 
examination  if  she  has  opted  for  the  Ser- 
vices, or  for  interview  if  she  has  opted  for 
industry. 

(13)  Where  a  woman  is  to  be  called  up, 
her  employer  will  be  notified  in  the  usual 
way  on  Form  E.D.  352. 

(14)  Where  it  is  decided  in  the  light  of 
further  information  that  any  application 
for  deferment  which  has  been  granted  to 
an  individual  should  be  cancelled,  the 
employer  will  be  informed  on  Form  N.S.211. 

(15)  The  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service  have  issued  appropriate  instructions 
to  their  local  offices  regarding  the  above. 


REGISTRAR  AT  ABERDEEN

/as  Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead,  O.B.E.,  M.P. 
registrar  of  the  Society) ,  who  first  presented 
he  Petrie  Trust  award  to  Mr.  William 
^lack,  Inverurie. 

Mr.  Linstead,  referring  to  the  Society's 
nnual  report,  said  that,  for  the  first  time 
ince  the  last  war,  thisre  had  been  a  falling 
ff  in  the  total  number  of  people  on 
he  Register.  A  sum  of  something  like 
18,000,  went  on  Mr.  Linstead,  had  been 
ubscribed  to  date  to  the  Society's  War  Aid 
<^und  and,  though  claims  at  the  moment 
lad  fallen  off,  there  would  be  a  very  real 
leed  for  the  Fund  when  the  war  was  over. 
At.  Linstead  dealt  with  the  call-up  position 
)f  students.  He  said  that  in  England  the. 
Var  Committees  had  practically  got  down 
o  the  minimum  number  of  people  they  could 
pare  for  military  service,  and  described 
he  liability  of  women  in  pharmacy  and  the 
irug  trade  to  national  service.  Speaking 
)n  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941, 
He  said  that  4,000  grocery  branches  of 
o-operative  societies  had  been  registered, 
he  effect  being  that  4,000  such  shops,  at 
vhich  drugs  had  previously  been  sold,  were 
3eing  prevented  from  developing  into  big 
Irug  and  medicine  businesses. 

Replying  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Weir  on 
he  method  of  selecting  men  for  transfer  in 
he  Army  from  non-pharmaceutical  to 
echnical  positions,  Mr.  Linstead  said  that 


the  first  in  order  of  application  was  at  the 
top  of  the  list,  but  all  married  men  and 
men  with  children  had  been  moved. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Elder  asked  if  the  4,000 
grocery  shops  would  not  be  better  employed 
in  concentrating  their  energies  on  selling 
groceries  and  leaving  medicines  to  phar- 
macists. Mr.  Linstead  agreed,  but  said 
no  one  was  going  to  get  legislation  in  this 
year  of  crisis  to  bring  this  about,  and  he 
thought  it  extremely  unlikely  that  there 
would  ever  be  such  legislation. 

Dr.  Tocher  did  not  think  that  a  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Scotland  would  help 
pharmacy  in  any  way.  As  an  English- 
speaking  people  they  now  held  a  far  greater 
position  as  pharrriacists  than  fifty  years 
ago.  Mr.  Linstead"  agreed. 

Mr.  Elder  asked  Mr.  Linstead  to  enu- 
merate the  real  benefits  to  retail  pharma- 
cists since  the  last  war,  and  said  that  had 
there  been  a  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Scotland  he  did  not  think  that  Scotland 
would  have  agreed  to  the  amendment  of 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act.  Mr. 
Linstead  said  he  did  not  think  Scotland 
would  have  agreed,  but  would  later  have 
regretted  its  disagreement,  because  it  had 
large  and  progressive  co-operative- Isocieties. 

Mr.  Linstead  gave  an  indication  to 
Mr.  Mackie  that  if  Mr.  Jack  retired  from 
the  Council  a  Scottish  successor  was  likely 
to  be  appointed  if  desired.

!  ivertisements  relate  to  certain  diseases  as 
rovided  for  in  Section  8  (i)  of  the  Act. 
irst  it  would  perhaps  be  as  well  to  give  the 

'  sfinition  laid  down  of  "advertisement": 
2ction  17  (i)  "advertisement"  includes 
ly  notice,  circular,  label,  wrapper  or  other 
Dcument  and  any  announcement  made 
"ally  or  by  any  means  of  producing  or 
ansmitting  light  or  sound."  Every  known 
md  of  publicity,  including  personal 
;commendation,^is  thus  prohibited. 
Section  8  (i)  prohibits  the  publication 
:  any  advertisement  referring  to  any 
"tide  of  any  description  in  terms  which  are 
ilculated  to  lead  to  the  use  of  that  article  for 
e  treatment  of  Bright's  disease,  cataract, 
abetes,  epilepsy  or  fits,  glaucoma,  loco- 
otor  ataxy,  paralysis  or  tuberculosis.  It 
ill  be  noted  that  the  phrase  quoted  in 


italics  goes  further  and  has  a  wider  scope 
than,  say,  "recommended  for  the  relief  or 
cure  of  "  or  "compounded  for  the  treatment 
of."  The  wording  of  the  Act  quoted  brings 
in  "implication,"  "suggestion"  and  other 
methods  of  publicity  which  are  "calculated 
to  lead  to  the  use  of.  .  .  ."  This  should 
not  d^bar  publicity  commonly  given  to 
products  with  titles  which  include  the  name 
of  an  organ  or  part  of  the  body  to  which  the 
above-named  diseases  are  related.  Such 
organs  as  the  lungs,  the  kidneys  or  the  eyes 
are  liable  to  temporary  affections  (the 
lungs,  kidneys  and  eyes  themselves  being 
otherwise  in  a  healthy  condition)  and  it  is 
an  established  custom  for  products  that 
purport  to  relieve  and  cure  these  temporary 
ailments  to  be  named  after  the  organ  or 
part  of  the  body  concerned.-  For  instance, 
such  titles  as  "Lung  Mixture"  or  "Lung 
Tonic,"  "Kidney  Pills"  or  "Eye  Oint- 
ment" could  not  be  said  to  be  titles  calcu- 
lated to  lead  to  the  use  of  such  products  for 
tuberculosis,  Bright's  disease  and  cataract. 
It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  sufferers 
from  these  diseases  would  be  receiving 
medical  attention.  This  opinion  relates  to 
titles  only  and  is  not  concerned  with 
accompanying  literature  or  other  adver- 
tisements. 

A  General  Test 

We  are  aware  that  there  are  many  other 
somewhat  similar  titles  on  which  it  may  not 
be  possible  to  express  an  opinion  as  definite 
as  the  foregoing.  In  these  cases  we  suggest 
the  following  test  should  be  applied,  and 
this  would  apply  equally  to  all  literature 
accompanying  any  description  of  product 
and  other  forms  of  advertisement  covered 
by  Section  8  (i)  of  the  Act: — Does  the  title 
of  the  product  or  the  relative  advertising 
matter  indicate  or  suggest  by  implication 
that  the  product  will  have  a  beneficial 
effect  upon  or  cure  any  of  the  basic  and 
chronic  diseases  in  question,  as  distinct 
from  the  temporary  ailments  to  which  the 
relative  organs  or  parts  of  the  body  are 
liable. — If  a  product  is  held  out  as  a  cure 
for  all  affections  of,  for  instance,  the  lungs, 
kidneys '  or  eyes,  then  we  are  of  opinion 
that  such  advertisements  would  contravene 
Section  8  (i).  Again,  if  it  is  stated  that  a 
product  w"ill  relieve  or  cure  a  well-known 
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symptom  of  one  of  the  chronic  diseases 
mentioned  in  the  Act,  such  as,  for  example, 
"  loss  of  weight "  or  "  wasting  tissues,"  there 
would,  we  think,  be  reasonable  ground  for 
holding  that  such  statements  were  calcu- 
lated to  lead,  in  this  instance,  to  its  use  for 
the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  On  the  other 
hand,  reference  in  an  advertisement  that  a 
product  was  a  cure  for  backache  should  not 
be  taken  as  being  a  statement  calculated 
to  lead  to  its  use  for  Bright's  disease.  "  Loss 
of  weight"  or  "wasting  tissues"  are  well- 
known  symptoms  which  immediately  sug- 
gest tuberculosis,  whereas  "backache"  is 
a.  general  term  indicating  no  particular 
chronic  disease. 

There  can  be  no  clear-cut  definition  of 
such  a  phrase  as  "calculated  to  lead  to  the 
use  of,  "  and  for  this  reason  there  are  doubt- 
less many  border-line  cases  on  which  opinion 
must  differ.  In  these  instances  we  would 
suggest  as  a  primary  precaution  that 
makers  might  consider  the  desirability  of 
including  in  their  advertising  matter  a 
disclaimer  to  the  effect  that  the  article  was 
not  intended  for  the  treatment  of  tuber- 
culosis, Bright's  disease,  glaucoma,  or  any 
of  the  other  diseases  mentioned  in  the  Act, 
as  the  case  may  be. 


Nice  Calculations 

There  should  be  a  bust  of  Portia  over  the 
portal  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  White- 
hall :  her  denial  to  Shylock  of  "the  division 
of  a  twentieth  part  of  one  poor  scruple"  in 
excess  of  his  just  pound  must  surely  appeal 
to  its  officers.  Chemists  would  probably 
prefer  the  more  generous  sentiment  of 
Wordsworth  :  "  High  Heaven  rejects  the  lore 
of  riicely-calculated  less  or  more."  Recent 


decisions  show  that  Whitehall's  balances' 
must  indeed  weigh  "exceeding  small." 
Doctors  last  year  gained  an  increase  o: 
one-eighth  on  their  remuneration.  Chemists 
now  come  off  one  twenty-fourth  better 
with  an  increase  of  one-sixth.  Nice  calcula 
tions,  truly !  It  only  remains  to  state  that^ 
the  fractional  difference  in  rate  represents  a 
substantial  difference  in  amount. 

Effect  of  N.W.F. 

This  mathematical  theme  may  perhaps 
be  profitably  continued,  using  as  a  basis 
the  pricing  figures  given  in  C.  &^  D.  (June  6, 
p.  612).  In  the  South-eastern  Division 
11-3  pence  was  the  average  total  cost  of 
prescriptions  for  1941.  The  average  dis 
pensing  fee  varies  little  from  year  to  year. 
In  Middlesex  for  January  1942 .  it  was 
about  4*5  pence  and  so  the  average  ingre- 
dient cost  for  1 94 1  was  about  6-75  pence 

This  year's  experience  shows  that  the 
National   War   Formulary   may  effect 
reduction  in  ingredient  cost  of  about  one 
penny  per  prescription.  The  average  ingre 
dient  cost  may  now  be  taken  as  5-75d.  and 
this  is  borne  out  by  Middlesex  1942  figures 
Chemists  having  gained  one-sixth  increase 
the  average  dispensing  fee  will  now  stand 
at  about  5-25d.   That,  however,  is  not  all. 
These  nice  calculations  reveal  the  fact  that 
the  Ministry  of  Health  has  achieved  the 
remarkable  feat  of  giving  the  chemists  an 
increase  at  no  extra  cost  to  the  Treasury. 
This  is  explained,  of  course,  by  the  N.W.F. 
reduction  just  about  balancing  the  chemists 
one-sixth  increase.  The  Minister,  in  effect 
says  to  the  chemist:  "What  I  save  on  the 
ingredients,  you  shall  gain  on  the  fees 
Could  the  popular  figures  of  the  swings  and, 
the  roundabouts  be  more  nicely  portrayed " 


AN  OVERDOSE  OF  MORYL 


At  Oxford,  on  June  3,  an  inquiry  was  held 
into  the  circumstances  attending  the  death 
of  Flight-Sergeant  J.  Simpson  in  the 
Cowley  Road  Hospital.  The  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  "Death  due  to  an  overdose  of 
Moryl  accidentally  given,"  to  which  they 
added  the  following  rider:  "We  consider 
that  the  method  of  handling  the  drug  at 
the  hospital  and  the  manner  of  labelling 
the  drug  by  the  manufacturers  are  both 
deserving  of  censure." 

Mr.  L.  V.  Murphy  appeared  for  the 
relatives,  Mr.  J.  H.  E.  Goldie  for  the  Oxford 
Corporation,  Mr.  F.  Winstanley  for  Sisters 
Butler,  Perry,  Taylor  and  Hollenger  (of 


the  Cowley  Road  Hospital),  Mr.  Francis 
Walsh  for  Dr.  A.  Lovas  and  Dr.  G.  C! 
Williams  (City  Medical  Officer  of  Health) 
and  Mr.  A.  Karmel  for  Savory  &  Moore,  Ltd 
Sister  Janet  C.  Butler  said  that  on  May  1 1 
a  representative  of  Bellamys  Dispensing 
Chemists,  Ltd.,  called  as 'usual  for  orders. 
Among  other  things  she  ordered  six  am- 
pules of  Moryl,  but  did  not  indicate  any 
specified  form.  She  expected  it  to  be  ai 
liquid,  with  which  form  she  was  familiar 
Later  the  same  day  the  drug  was  delivered 
to  the  hospital.  She  opened  the  box  on 
May  19  for  the  purpose  of  giving  an  injec 
tion  to  Sergeant  Simpson.   It  was  on  the 
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istructions  and  orders  of  Dr.  Lovas  that 
le  gave  the  injection.  "  I  noticed  that  the 
rug  was  in  crystal  form,"  she  said,  "and 

was  a  Httle  surprised  when  I  found  it 
as  not  in  liquid  form." 

The  Coroner :  Were  there  any  instruc- 
ons  on  the  box  of  crystal  Moryl  from 
hich  you  gave  the  injection  ?— There  were 
^rtain  instructions  as  to  the  times  of 
bsage.  I  cannot  remember  any  instruc- 
ons  being  given  on  the  liquid  Moryl. 
aving  found  these  instructions,  did  you 
id  that  the  dose  should  be  given  in  any 
ay  different  from  the  liquid  drug? — No. 
-How  did  you  get  the  crystals  into  liquid 
;  irm  ? — By  dissolving  them  in  sterilised 
later. 

Mr.  Murphy,  having  pointed  out  that 

le  crystal  was  400  times  stronger  than  the 
|i  ^uid,  suggested  that  it  was  a  dangerous 
I'  id  powerful  drug  if  not  given  in  the  right 
\  t>sage,  and  Sister  Butler  agreed.  Do  you 
it  alise  what  the  difference  in  these  figures 
I  !  Duld  mean? — Yes. — Are  you  in  the  habit 
:  '  giving  drugs  to  patients  when  you  do  not 
I  "operly   understand   the   drug  ? — No.  I 

lought  that  an  ampoule  was  a  dosage.  I 

n  not  a  chemist. 

Sister  Butler  said  on  May  11  she  had  a 
scussion  with  Messrs.  Bellamys'  repre- 
ntative  regarding  the  drug,  and  she 
iderstood  that  crystal  Moryl  was  an 
nglish  equivalent  to  what  had  previously 
sen  made  in  Germany  and  had  no  reason 
■  I  think  that  it  would  have  to  be  admini- 
ered  differently. 

Mr.  Walsh  showed  Sister  Butler  a  number 
1  bottles  and  she  agreed  that  on  the  labels 
ere  definite  instructions  that  the  substance 
I  .  ould  not  be  used  for  injection.  She  also 
id  that  the  instructions  on  the  box 
tntaining  the  crystal  Moryl  contained  no 
struction  that  it  was  not  to  be  used  for 
jection. 

Mr.  Ronald  R.  Berthnal,  manager  of  the 
;.  Clement's  branch  of  Messrs.  Bellamys', 
ive  formal  evidence  of  receiving  the  order 
r  Moryl  froiti  the  hospital,  of  obtaining 
from  Savory  &  Moore,  Ltd.,  and  delivering 
to  the  hospital.  "I  did  not  know,"  he 
id,  "that  Moryl  was  done  up  in  both 
\md  and  crystal  form.  When  I  ordered 
le  drug  from  Messrs.  Savory  by  telephone 
Ley  did  not  ask  me  if  I  required  it  in 
\uid,  crystal  or  tablet  form." 
The  Coroner :  Is  it  not  part  of  your  duty 
i  a  qualified  chemist  to  know  whether  a 
■ug  can  be  put  up  in  one  or  more  forms  ? 
I  should  have  expected  to  have  been 
formed  by  the  makers. 
Miss  Alma  Franklin,  assistant  at  Savory 


&  Moore,  Ltd.,  108  High  Street,  said  on  the 
telephone  Mr.  Berthnal  ordered  three  boxes 
of  three  Moryl  ampules,  but  this  was 
changed,  with  Mr.  Berthnal's  agreement, 
to  one  box  of  ten  ampules  and  one  box  of 
three  ampules.  She  did  not  know  that  there 
was  more  than  one  form  of  the  drug. 

Mr.  Samuel  Stephenson,  factory  manager 
of  Savory  &  Moore,  Ltd.,  said  that  the 
boxes  of  Moryl  in  crystal  form  were  some- 
times sent  out  with  instructions  and  some- 
times without. 

Mr.  Walsh :  Can  you  tell  me  any  com- 
pany but  yours  which  is  in  the  habit  of 
sending  out  drugs  to  b^  used  hypodermi- 
cally  or  orally  without  including  full 
instructions  as  to  dosage  and  method  of 
administering  ? — The  general  practice  in 
hypodermic  injections  is  not  to  issue  any 
instructions  as  to  the  way  they  are  injected. — 
What  your  company  should  have  done  was 
to  mark  these  crystals  clearly,  "For 
external  use  only?" — It  is  not  only  for 
external  use. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Karmel,  he  said  it  was 
not  listed  as  a  dangerous  drug  and  was  not 
covered  by  legal  liability  of  marking  it 
"Not  to  be  taken  internally."  Several 
kinds  of  literature  dealing  with  Moryl  were 
sent  to  doctors  on  request.  His  firm  had 
been  making  Moryl  for  two  years.  There 
had  been  no  previous  complaint  about 
its  use. 

Answering  Mr.  Murphy,  Dr.  Lovas,  who 
is  a  Czech,  said  that  notwithstanding  his 
experience  on  the  Continent,  he  had  read 
British  textbooks.  Several  months  before 
the  injection  to  Simpson  he  had  read  the 
instructions  given  in  the  box  of  liquid 
Moryl  and,  being  unaware  that  there  was 
Moryl  in  crystal  form,  he  thought  it  was 
sufficient  to  give  an  instruction  for  a  patient 
to  be  given  one  ampoule. 

Mr.  Karmel :  In  view  of  the  collapse 
of  other  patients  after  an  injection  of 
Moryl,  did  it  not  occur  to  you  that  you 
ought  to  be  very  careful  before  injecting  it 
into  this  man  ? — No,  because  I  have  ordered 
many  such  injections  without  any  trouble. — 
If  you  had  known  that  in  these  two  other 
cases  of  collapse  crystals  had  been  used 
instead  of  liquid,  do  you  think  that  would 
have  put  you  on  inquiry? — Certainly. — If 
the  nurse  had  come  to  you  on  the  third 
occasion  with  crystals,  would  you  have 
allowed  her  to  use  them  ? — No. 

Dr.  Alistair  Robb-Smith,  Director  of 
Pathology  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  who 
conducted  a  post-mortem  examination, 
gave  the  opinion  that  death  was  due  to  an 
overdose  of  Moryl. 
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WELDED  REPAIRS  TO  CHEMICAL  PLANT! 

by  C.  W.  Brett,  M.Inst.,  W. 


Modern  scientific  welding  provides  a 
rapid  and  inexpensive  means  of  permanent 
repair  to  chemical  plant  and  shop-fittings 
which  overcomes  the  difiiciilt)^  inherent 
in  present-day  conditions,  of  procuring 
replacement  parts.  The  wholesaler  appre- 
ciates this  advantage  particularly  in  regard 
to  work  that  can  be  done  upon  transport 
vehicles,  although  the  chemist  in  retail 
business  may  hardly  realise  the  debt  he 
owes  to  similar  methods. 

Technical  Progress 

During  the  past  year  or  so  substantial 
technical  progress  has  been  made  in  this 
highly  scientific  branch  of  engineering. 
The  advance,  in  fact,  is  ahead  of  the  full 
application  of  some  of  the  latest  develop- 
ments. An  example  of  this  is  the  oppor- 
tunity, now  available,  of  welding  together 
totally  dissimilar  metals!  By  means  of  new 
methods  aluminium  can  be  welded  to  steel, 
if  required,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to 
imagine  a  greater  divergency  of  character- 
istics, successfully  welded  than  this  com- 
bination of  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metals. 
To  the  manufacturer  of  chemicals  the 
development  is  vitally  important,  because  it 
sometimes  becomes  necessary  to  use  certain 
metals  for  making  plant  or  containers  that 
might  otherwise  affect  the  result  or  be 
corroded  too  rapidly.  By  its  means  a 
satisfactory  material  that  is  relatively 
weak  can  be  allied  to  another  that  gives  the 
missing  requisite  of  strength. 

General  Repair  Work 

It  is,  however,  in  regard  to  general  repair 
work  that  scientific  welding  is  seen  at  its 
best.  There  is  no  metal  part  that  is  worn 
or  broken  that  cannot  be  restored  to  a 
condition  equal  to  new  and  often  made 
better  than  a  replacement.  This  is  because 
the  metal  welded  upon  the  weakened  areas 
is  chosen  with  special  regard  to  the  condi- 
tions of  service  required,  and  therefore  some 
distinctive  grade  of  steel  or  other  material 
may  give  the  item  concerned  added  qualities 
at  a  cost  that  is  usually  less  than  lo  per  cent, 
of  the  price  of  a  renewal.  Even  quite 
elaborate  repair  work,  which  may  require 
precision  machining  after  welding,  can  be 
completed  within  twenty-four  hours,  and 
an  AT-ray  examination  can  be  made  that 
reveals  the  most  minute  flaw.  Less  compli- 
cated tasks  can,  of  course,  be  completed  in 
correspondingly  shorter  time. 


Transport  Vehicles 

Transport  vehicles  offer  almost  unlimitei 
scope  for  welding  service.  Broken  crank 
shafts  can  be  united  with  absolute  cer 
tainty  and  accuracy  to  within  i/ioooin 
even  when  complicated  by  distortion 
Remarkable  fuel  economy  can  result  fron 
the  welding  and  re-grinding  of  valve  seati 
which  have,  in  course  of  time,  become 
deeply  undercut.  Cylinder  blocks  that  havi 
been  smashed  into  fragments,  from  eithej 
frost-fracture  or  accident,  can  be  piecec 
together  again  without  leaving  a  trace  d 
the  repair  though  possessing  the  full  origin; 
strength  of  the  casting. 

Pressure  containers  are  used  for  a  wid 
variety  of  purposes  and  must  often  be  mad 
of  special  nickel  or  other  alloy's,  renderinj 
replacement  difficult  and  probably  costly 
Rather  than  discard  such  items  it  is  alway; 
advisable  to  enlist  the  help  of  scientifij 
welding  engineers. 

Metal  Spraying 

Metal  spraying  is  an  interesting  off-shoQ 
of  welding.  A  wire,  or  the  powder  of  ani 
metal  desired,  is  passed  through  an  oxy 
acetylene  flame,  when  it  at  once  become 
molten.  It  is  then  forcibly  ejected  b] 
compressed  air  to  form  an  even  coating  o 
the  thickness  required  upon  the  surfac( 
toward  which  it  is  directed.  A  character 
istic  of  the  process  is  that  it  will  not  bun 
the  most  delicate  material — even  tissu( 
paper  can  be  coated.  Zinc  is  freely  appliec 
in  this  way  to  prevent  corrosion.  Thi;  - 
metal  has  deodorising  properties,  and  th< 
process  is  for  this  reason  used  for  spraying 
certain  types  of  bandages,  dress  shields  ' 
the  top  surface  of  cotton  upon  cork  socks 
and  other  articles. 


A  Paper  Economy  Open  tc

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NUTRITION  I 

by  Frank  Wokes,  Ph. 
VII.— Vitamin  A 

It  has  been  estimated  that  in  the  average 
peace-time  diet  in  this  country  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  vitamin  A  came  from 
animal  foods.  Dairy  produce  (eggs,  milk, 
butter,  and  cheese)  was  the  most  important 
source,  providing  about  half  the  total 
vitamin  A  intake.  Meat  and  fish  provided 
perhaps  a  sixth  or  a  seventh  of  the  total, 
and  vegetables,  fruit  and  cereals  perhaps  a 
third.  The  shortage  of  all  animal  foods  is 
now  compelling  us  to  rely  more  and  more 
on  the  vegetable  kingdom  as  a  source  of 
vitamin  A.  Green  leafy  vegetables  such  as 
spinach  and  lettuce,  and  certain  other 
vegetables  such  as  carrots  and  tomatoes, 
may  have  remarkably  high  vitamin  A 
values.  There  are,  however,  some  facts  to 
be  considered  before  we  can  accurately 
assess  the  vitamin  A  value  of  such  foods. 

Vitamin  A  Precursors. — Food  from  the 
vegetable  kingdom  contains  no  preformed 
vitamin  A.  A  cow  living  on  grass  is  getting 
its  supplies  of  this  vitamin  by  converting 
some  of  the  carotene  in  the  grass  into  vita- 
min A.  Now  vitamin  A  can  be  made  in 
the  animal  body  from  various  precursors, 
all  of  which  are  pigments  similar  to  carotene. 
Some  of  these  carotenoid  pigments  provide 
only  about  half  as  much  vitamin  A  as  can 
theoretically  be  obtained  from  the  same 
weight  of  jS-carotene.  Other  carotenoid 
pigments  provide  no  vitamin  A  at  all. 
It  is  therefore  necessary  in  estimating  the 
vitamin  A  value  of  foods  from  the  vegetable 
kingdom  to.  distinguish  carefully  between 
these  different  pigments,  and  apply  correc- 
tions for  the  proportions  present.  For 
research  purposes  this  can  probably  be 
done  most  accurately  by  means  of  chromato- 
graphic analysis.  A  solution  of  the  pigments 
is  made  to  percolate  through  a  long  column 
of  suitable  adsorbent.  The  different  pig- 
ments are  deposited  at  different  zones, 
giving  characteristic  colours. 

The  zones  are  separated  by  cutting  the 
adsorbent  column  into  sections,  from  each 
of  which  the  pigment  is  extracted,  purified, 
and  characterised  by  melting  point,  optical 
rotation  and  spectroscopic  properties.  In 
routine  analysis  separation  is  effected  by 
means  of  solvents,  and  the  fractions  are 
analysed  colorimetrically  or  (preferably) 
spectroscopically.  In  many  chemical  esti- 
mations of  vitamin  A  in  foodstuffs  failure 
to  take  into  account  these  variations  in  the

vitamin  A  value  of  difterent  carotenoifi 
pigments  may  have  led  to  too  high  results. 
Moore  suggests  that  some  of  the  estimations 
of  the  vitamin  A  value  of  flour  and  other 
cereal  products  may  have  been  too  high  for 
this  reason. 

Efficiency  of  Vitamin  A  Formation. — In 

theory  one  molecule  of  carotene  should 
provide  in  the  anim.al  body  two  molecules 
of  vitamin  A,  if  the  conversion  process  is 
loo  per  cent,  efficient.  In  practice  the 
efficiency  of  conversion  of  carotene  into 
vitamin  A  is  probably  not  higher  than  75 
to  80  per  cent,  under  the  best  conditions, 
and  may  sometimes  be  much  lower.  Dia- 
betics, for  example,  may  be  able  to  convert 
*  into  vitamin  A  only  a  limited  amount  of 
carotene.  If  they  are  given  food  rich  in 
carotene  (e.g.  tomatoes)  much  of  the  caro- 
tene may  accumulate  in  the  blood  and 
other  tissues,  raising  the  blood  carotene  to 
several  times  the  normal  level.  In  extreme 
cases  an  orange  pigmentation  of  the  skin 
may  actually  be  produced.  In  a  recent  case 
it  was  observed  that  the  soles  of  the  feet 
and  palms  of  the  hands  were  of  a  distinct 
orange  tint.  The  patient  was  a  diabetic 
who  had  been  eating  large  quantities  of 
tomatoes  for  several  weeks  before  coming 
into  hospital.  He  was  put  on  a  low  carotene 
diet,  when  the  pigmentation  gradually 
disappeared,  and  his  blood  carotene  fell  to 
normal.  Now  it  is  possible  to  produce  a 
high  blood  carotene  in  normal  persons  by 
administering  large  doses  of  carotene,  but 
their  efficienc}^  in  forming  vitamin  A  from 
carotene  is  greater  than  that  of  diabetics. 
It  might  therefore  sometimes  be  preferable 
to  provide  preformed  vitamin  A  in  place  of 
carotene  containing  foods.  Further  investi- 
gation is  required. 

Vitamin  A  and  the  Eyes. — In  biological 
assays  growth  effects  are  generally  used  to 
measure  vitamin  A  potency,  but  a  more 
specific  effect  of  vitamin  A  deficiency  is  the 
development  (^f  xerophthalmia,  an  infection 
of  the  cornea  or  transparent  horny  covering 
of  the  front  of  the  eye.  In  human  nutrition 
a  marked  specific  effect  of  vitamin  A  defi- 
ciency is  found  in  pigments  concerned  with 
the  mechanism  of  vision.  It  has  been  known 
for  many  years  that  diets  deficient  in 
vitamin  A  led  to  night  blindness  (inability 
to  see  in  dim  light).  Now  the  retina  or 
nervous  membrane  at  the  back  and  sides 
of  the  eye  contains  a  pigment  "visual 
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Mirple"  which  enables  us  to  see  in  dim 
ight.  When  the  eye  is  exposed  to  ordinary 
ight  the  visual  purple  is  "bleached"  or 
onverted  to  visual  yellow.  In  the  dark 
isual  yellow  is  reconverted  to  visual  purple. 
^  supply  of  vitamin  A  is  needed  for  this 
egeneration  of  visual  purple.  If  the  supply 
f  vitamin  A  is  deficient,  as  in  a  person 
ving  on  a  diet  containing  insufficient  of 
he  vitamin,  the  rate  of  regeneration  of 
Visual  purple  is  slower.  Such  a  person  when 
ut  in  the  dark  for  a  short  time  and  then 
tiown  dimly  lit  objects  will  take  longer  to 
these  clearly  because  the  visual  purple 
1  his  eyes  has  not  been  so  completely 
sgenerated  during  the  short  time  in  the 
arkness.  Hence  persons  suffering  from 
itamin  A  deficiency  will .  take  longer  to 
dapt  their  sight  to  the  black-out,  and  in 
ctual  practice  it  has  been  found  that  diets 
[ch  in  carotene  or  in  preformed  vitamin  A 
re  advantageous  to  night  flyers. 

Dark  Adaptation  Test. — The  rate  of 
daptation  to  darkness  by  regeneration  of 
isual  purple  is  very  sensitive  to  vitamin  A 
applies  in  the  body,  and  is  being  widely 
mployed  to  determine  the  degree  of  vita- 
iin  A  deficiency  in  large  numbers  of  people, 
he  general  principle  of  these  dark  adapta- 
ion  tests  is  to  put  the  person  from  bright 
ght  into  complete  darkness  for  a  few 
linutes,  then  show  him  dimly  lit  objects 
nd  quickly  determine  the  lowest  intensity 
f  light  at  which  he  can  see.  This  may  be 
one  by  showing  him  five  points  of  light 
hich  are  gradually  made  brighter  until  he 
an  just  see  three  of  them,  then  recording 
le  time  and  intensity  of  illumination, 
nother  method  is  to  show  the  person  a 
hite  card  on  which  are  printed  large  letters 
1  varying  degrees  of  darkness  from  black 
irough  greys  of  diminishing  intensity, 
nd  quickly  finding  out  which  is  the  least 
itense  that  he  can  distinguish.  Times, 
istances  and  conditions  of  illumination 
lust  be  carefully  standardised. 

Vitamin  A  Values  of  Foods. — The  adjoin- 
ig  table  gives  the  vitamin  A  values  of  a 
umber  of  common  foods,  stated  as  the 
ercentage  of  the  adult  daily  requirement 
f  5,ooo  I.U.  provided  by  i  oz.  of  the  food, 
alues  above  2  are  higher  than  the  average, 
nd  the  more  we  eat  of  foods  with  these 
igher  values  the  less  is  the  danger  that 
e  may  suffer  from  vitamin  A  deficiency, 
he  values  are  calculated  both  from  results 
f  biological  assays  and  from  chemical  and 
hysical  determinations  of  carotene  and 
itamin  A.   In  calculating  results  based  on 


chemical  and  physical  data  the  efficiency 
of  conversion  of  j^-carotene  into  vitamin  A 
in  the  animal  body  has  been  assumed  to  be 
8o  per  cent.,  and  allowance  has  been  made 
for  lower  vitamin  values  of  other  carotenoid 
pigments. 

Vitamin  A  Value  of  Vegetables. — ^These 
now  form  our  chief  source  of  the  vitamin, 
and  it  is  important  that  we  make  the  best 
possible  use  of  them.  We  must  grow  and 
eat  more  vegetables,  and  make  sure  of 
having  plenty  of  those  especially  rich  in 
vitamin  A.  Taylor,  Drummond  and  Pyke, 
from  the  Ministries  of  Food  and  Agriculture, 
have  recently  published  an  interesting  paper 
on  the  vitamin  A  and  vitamin  C  value  of 
vegetables  grown  on  a  typical  allotment,  in 
which  they  have  attempted  to  discover 
what  contributions  these  vegetables  could 
make  to  the  total  requirements  of  these 
vitamins  in  a  family  of  eight  during  the 
whole  year.  They  found  that  the  vegetables 
could  provide  the  whole  of  the  vitamin  C 
requirements,  but  less  than  half  of  the 
vitamin  A  requirements.  Their  figures  for 
the  vitamin  A  values  of  the  vegetables, 
which  were  stated  to  be  based  on  the 
carotene  content,  were  in  many  instances 
very  much  lower  than  those  generally 
accepted  by  experts.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  experimental  data  for  these  low  values 
will  soon  be  published.

Spot  prices  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  represen 
the  prices  for  wholesale  quantities  of  standard  quality.  C.i.f.  quotations  do  not  include 
marine  war  risk  insurance  and  other  abnormal  charges  payable  in  the  present  emergency

Conditions  in  the  London  drug  and 
chemical  markets  are  very  much  the  same 
as  those  prevailing  last  week,  business 
continuing  on  a  restricted  scale,  particu- 
larly in  regard  to  crude  drugs.  In  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals  price  changes  have 
been  few  in  number,  the  most  important 
being  an  advance  of  5d.  per  lb.  in  Bismuth 
subgallate.  Supplies  of  Aspirin  remain 
restricted,  but  makers'  prices  show  no 
change.  Higher  prices  are  now  ruling  for 
Gallic  acid.  As  noted  last  week,  makers 
of  Iodine  preparations  have  been  obliged 
to  increase  their  charges  owing  to  an  advance 
in  the  cost  of  crude  iodine.  Methyl 
salicylate  remains  in  restricted  supply, 
but  no  changes  have  been  notified  in 
makers'  prices. 

Crude  Drugs 

Apart  from  a  small  but  steady  routine 
business  between  merchants  and  consumers 
there  is  very  little  of  interest  to  record  in 
this  section.  Prices  are  mostly  at  about  the 
levels  ruling  last  week,  and  in  some  cases 
extremely  firm  conditions  obtain.  While 
supplies  of  crude  drugs  recently  imported 
into  this  country  from  the  United  States 
under  the  terms  of  the  Lease-Lend  arrange- 
ment (C.  <S>  D.,  April  18,  p.  444).  have  not 
yet  bebome  available,  it  is  thought  that 
distribution  of  these  items  will  take  place 
in  the  near  future.  Requests  for  Cape 
Aloes  continue  to  be  met,  but  stocks  are 
not  too  plentiful.  Benzoin  is  fairly  active, 
but  prices  show  little  change.  Only  a 
moderate  inquiry  is  being  received  for 
Camphor  which  is  available  to  approved 
consumers  at  unchanged  rates.  Supplies  of 
Cascarilla  appear  to  be  confined  to  a  few 
sittings.  Chillies  are  quiet  but  prices  are 
maintained.  The  spot  value  of  Cloves 
shows  a  considerable  decline  on  the  week. 
It  is  understood  that  import  licences  are 
not  being  granted  for  Dandelion  root. 
There  is  nothing  fresh  to  report  in  regard 
to  Ergot  since  last  week's  summary.  No 
information  has  yet  been  received  of 
maximum  prices  for  Ginger,  and  quota- 
tions remain  on  a  nominal  basis.  Gum 
ACACIA  for  restricted  use  is  easier.  Although 
shipment  offers  of  Brazilian  Jalap  are 
available,  import  licences  are  not  being 


granted.  Several  varieties  of  Liquorice 
root  continue  to  be  offered  on  spot.  Xc 
further  alterations  are  noted  in  Pimento 
Recent  interest  in  Seeds  has  centred  T 
around  Mustard,  but  activity  in  this 
connexion  has  now  diminished,  although 
there  is  still  some  inquiry.  Another  ex- 
tremely quiet  week  has  been  experienced 
in  Shellac  with  prices  of  all  grades  steady 
and  unchanged.  A  few  of  the  principal 
grades  of  Traga,canth  are  easier.  Turmeric 
is  quiet,  with  prices  unchanged. 

Essential  Oils 

These  markets  continue  along  the  steady 
lines  noted  recently  w^ith  most  prices  more 
or  less  stabilised  at  recent  levels.  A  rather 
better  demand  has  been  received  for  AxisE 
(star),  especially  for  the  unrestricted  oil 
supplies  of  which  are  difficult  to  find.  Firm 
conditions  continue  to  obtain  for  Cajuput, 
but  no  change  in  price  is  recorded.  Citron- 
ELLA  is  in  some  request  and  prices  are 
firmly  maintained.  Supplies'  of  English 
distilled  Clove  are  restricted  and  prices 
vary  according  to  distiller.  Stocks  of 
Eucaly'ptus  are  becoming  more  restricted 
and  prices  are  consequently  firm.  Official 
prices  for  fixed  oils  remain  unchanged.

Sir, — On  page  664  of  the  C.  6-  D., 
June  13,  you  pubUsh  a  photograph  of  paper 
salvage,  etc.,  which  Mr.  Jackson  had  put 
out  for  collection  by  paper  merchants.  I 
would  suggest,  that  whilst  certain  worn-out 
cartons  are  perhaps  required  in  which  to 
pack  old  paper,  etc.,  the  majority  of  the 
cartons  might  well  have  been  returned  to 
the  manufacturers  concerned,  or  to  .a 
wholesale  house.  This  procedure  would 
help  Mr.  Jackson,  and  brother  pharmacists 
also,  to  receive  further  consignments  of 
goods  in  these  same  outers,  and  ease  the 
difficulty  of  manufacturers,  etc.,  in  finding 
containers  for  goods.  When,  after  several 
journeys  the  usefulness  of  the  cartons  was 
exhausted,  salvage  value  would  be  the  same.

Dose  as  Recommendation 

Sir, — Mr.  Matthews  is  very  emphatic  in 
his  letter  [C.  &  D.,  June  6,  p.  634).  Perhaps 
he  will  tell  us  for  what  other  purpose  than 
as  a  medicine  a  "dose"  is  stated  in  con- 
nexion with  any  substance.  He  says  "the 
dose  of  a  medicine  is  no  recommendation." 
Surely  the  composition  of  all  medicines, 
other  than  those  prescribed  with  reference 
to  the  needs  of  an  individual,  must  be 
disclosed  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Medi- 
cines Act.  Is  not  the  use  of  "recommended " 
intended  to  compel  disclosure  of  the  com- 
position of  a  substance,  which  may  be  used 
in  various  ways,  e.g.,  household  and  indus- 
trial as  well  as  medicinal,  when  it  is  intended 
to  be  used  as  a  medicine  ?  For  which 
purpose  only  is  a  dose  indicated.  The 
intention  of  the  Act  is  obvious ;  that  the 
composition  of  all  medicines,  with  specified 
exceptions,  shall  be  disclosed.

Further,  a  littli 
colour  in  shop  windows,  and  a  remindei 
of  past  and  future  pleasures,  can  only  hav( 
a  beneficial  effect  on  the  morale  of  women 
who  must  find  shopping  anything  but  j 
pleasure  nowadays.  It  is  far  better  to  dis 
play  such  a  card,  which  does  not  raise  fals( 
hopes  of  the  goods  being  obtainable,  thai 
to  have  a  display  of  dummy  packages  ir 
the  window.  Such  a  card  is  bound  to  mak( 
your  customers  appreciate  all  the  more  wha1 
little  of  the  firm's  preparations  you  are 
still  able  to  supply.
